Big Hurricane Heads Into Gulf of Mexico 


Warn It May 
Strike Near 
Texas Border 
'Blow' Leaves 109 
Dead in Jamaica; 
Damage Is Heavy 


MIAMI, Fla.—(AP) — The 


rampant tropical 
hurricane 


swirled across the Yucatan 
peninsula today and entered 
the Gulf of Mexico near the 
north coast town of Pro- 
gresso. 


Its 180-mile journey over 


land during the night took 
much of the kick out of the 
great storm which killed at 
least 109 persons and de- 
stroyed property valued at 
some $56,000,000 on the island 
of Jamaica. 


"It will regenerate and regain 


its full strength now that it is 
over water again," warned Grady 
Norton, chief storm forecaster at 
the Miami weather bureal. 


"The storm reentered the gulf 


with its center intact. There is 
plenty of heat and humidity need- 
ed to regain its force over Gulf 
waters " 


Near Rio Grandp 


On its present course, which 


the storm has followed for over 
1,000 miles, it is pointed in the 
general direction of the mouth of 
the Rio Grande river separating 
Mexico from Texas. 


Menda, capital of Yucatan and 


center of an ancient Mayan civili- 
zation received winds of only 50 
miles an hour from the storm.

alone, the mission hospital her surgeon brother. Dr. Gordon Seagrave, 
founded in northern Burma, it was disclosed today. 


Miss Seagrave died Friday at 


the border town of Namkhan, 
where Dr. Seagrave had his medi- 
cal minion before Bui ma accused 
him • of treason in helping rebel 
tribesmen. Seagnxvc was given 
permission to leave by plane to- 
morrow for Namkhan, after giving 
his \vord to U. S. Ambassador 
David Key that he will be back In 
Rangoon 'Saturday. 


Miss Seagrave 
had 
been in 


charge of the frontier medical 
mission ever since Seagrave's ar- 
rest in August, 1950. He has been 
awaiting the outcome of an ap- 
peal to Burma's supreme court 
from his conviction on one count 
of treason, but no decision is ex- 
pectod until the end of this month. 


Seaf rave told a reporter Grace 


wrote him a letter three days be- 
fore her death. He said the latter 
indicated she was suffering from 
overwork and that her heart had 
been affected.

PITTSBURGH, (AP) — Aldo 


(Ike) Icardi, former army lieuten- 
ant accused in Italy of killing a 
fellow officer in the last war, says 
he is certain the American people 
hold him innocent. 


In a nationwide radio (NBC) 


broadcast yesterday, the one time 
member of" the Office of Strategic 
Services asserted: "I have just be- 
gun to fight. I have carried my 
fight not to Italy, but to the fair- 
est and most honest judge in the 
world—the people of America." 


Icardi previously said he would 


rejoin the United States army and 
face court martial rather than be 
extradited to Italy. He said a trial 
in Italy would be unfair because 
it "would be a trial by enemies 
in a country where I operated as 
an American syp." 


Icardi was an intelligence offi- 


cer in Italy under Major William 
V. Holohan, U.S. army, who dis- 
appeared in December, 1944. 


Also accused of slaying Holo- 


han are two Italians and former 
Sgt. Carl G. La Dolce, of Ro- 
chester, N.Y.. who, like Icardi. 
has denied the chaige. The Italians 
have been ordered to stand trial in 
Italy. 


Icardi said Holohan disappeared 


"during a hail of gunfire, as we 
were leaving our headquarters. 
When the firing started, our party 
scattered. I never saw Major Holo- 
han again." 


Icardi, a New York lawyer, re- 


turned to his parents' home here 
last week after the defense de- 
partment in Washington issued a 
statement naming him and La 
Dolce.

Freedom Crusade Deserves 
Support of All Americans 


The crusade for Freedom is an organization fighting 


communism in highly imaginative and resourceful fashion. 
Its recent dispatch of 2000 propaganda balloons toward 
Czechoslovakia is another proof. 


' The creation of Radio Free Europe was the first evi- 


dence. The guiding principle was to have Poles broadcasting 
to Poles, Czechs to Czechs, and so on. The programs were 
designed to be more positive in offering hope to the peoples 
behind the Iron Curtain. They were thus to be an important 
supplement to the Voice of America, which as an arm of 
the U. S. government must operate under marked restric- 
tions.

Radio Free Europe had more latitude. At Munich, Ger- 


many, a 135,000-watt radio station went on the air this 
spring, beamed to Czechoslovakia in direct competition with 
Russian-controlled Radio Prague. 


As usual, the Reds tried every trick they knew to ham- 


per these broadcasts. They jammed the transmitter, they ex- 
hausted their repertoire of interference devices. 
But the 


Munich station was too powerful. 


Finally the Czech government formally appealed to the 


United States to shut the station down. This was the com- 
plete tribute to its effectiveness. Naturally, we said no, and 
Radio Free Europe today is blaring away at the vulnerable 
Czechs. 


'And with Gen. Lucius D. Clay at the helm and other en- 


terprising Americans and Europeans lending heavy assist- 
ancee, the Crusade for Freedom is not resting on its laurels. 
Two more powerful transmitters are planned for Germany, 
one to be beamed toward Poland, the other toward Hungary. 


Later on the Crusade hopes to set up a similar station 


somewhere in Asia, to combat the spread of communism 
there.

In the meantime, Crusade leaders decided the spoken 


word wasn't enough to do the job they wanted to perform. 
So the idea of propaganda balloons, wafted behind the Iron 
Curtain on the prevailing westerly winds, was born. 


Scientific weather studies and research into possible bal- 


loon materials followed. Eventually the plan was declared 
practical, and two kinds of plastic balloons were prepa'red. 
One resembles U. S. weather balloons, the other is so shaped 
that it is called a "plastic pillow." Both can hold a consid- 
erable number of propaganda messages. 


The weather balloon bursts on reaching maximium alti- 


tude, scattering its contents far and wide. The pillow slowly 
settles to earth with its burden. The two balloons have a 
range of from 100 to 700 miles, depending on their load and 
weather conditions. • 


No one can be sure so early in the experiment whether 


the balloons will do the job they're designed to do. But they 
are nevertheless a symbol of the Crusade's bold attack on the 
problem of getting the truth over, under and through the 
iron Curtain. 


The Crusade will soon open a drive for more members 


and more money. It has earned the right to grow. 


A new cover cloth for interior painters and paperhangers 


is made of plastic sheeting that resists paint and chemicals 
and will not flash or support combustion. Paint on it, after 
drying, can be shaken off and the entire cloth can be cleaned 
with a damp rag.

Jacoby on Canasta 
Hand Holds Melding Clues 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


"Both sides needed 120 points 


for the first meld," relates a 
Princeton correspondent, "and each 
ilayer made several discards be- 
:ore any real action took place. 
Then my partner discarded an 
eight. The player at my right put 
down two eights, together with a 
oker and two aces. He then took 
.he discard pile, adding the eight 
to his meld, and keeping the rest 
of the pile in his hand. He made 
a safe discard, and it was my turn 
to play. 


"I drew from- the stock and then 


leld the following cards: 


"A K-K J-J 9-9 S-7 2-2-2. 
"No kings, jacks, nines, or sev- 


ens had been discarded. No eights 
lad appeared except those that 
lad just been melded. The same 
was true of the aces. What was 
my best play at this point?" 


The best play, in my opinion, is 


o meld the kings, jacks, and nines, 
each with a deuce. Then you dis- 
card the eight. 


In this situation, you are not 
oing to get the discard pile, since 


you follow an oversized hand. Your 
>artner, following a normal-sized 
land, has a chance to get the pile; 
and your meld may make it vastly 
easier for him- to do so. 


Even if neither of you can get 


:he pile, you have some sort of play 


for out. Your partner must have 
something in his eleven cards. He 
has never discarded a king, jack, 
or nine, so there is a fair chance 
that he has been saving one of 
those ranks. If so, it will be easy 
for him to complete a canasta very 
quickly. And then you will be very 
close to out. 


You choose the eight as your 


discard because you must get into 
out position before you can meld 
out. Hence you must eventually 
discard that eight in any case. It 
is far better to discard it now, 
when it can cost you only a two- 
card discard pile, than later on, 
when the pile will be much larger.

The Doctor Says: 


Treatment of Burns Before 
Doctor Arrives Important 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M. D. 


I wish that everyone could go 


;hrough the ward of a large hos- 
3ital where burned children are 
cared for—then they 
would be 


more careful of themselves as well 
as their children. Fire, hot liquids, 
steam and anything else which 
burns the skin are not to be played 
with. They cause many unneces- 
sary deaths each year and fill far 
too many hospital beds with hor- 
ribly sick and scarred children, as 
well as adults. 


It will probably never be pos- 


sible to avoind burns altogether, 
though this is the objectix-e for 
which we should strive by using 
greater precautions against acci- 
dent in the home and elsewhere. 
Since most burns undoubtedly oc- 
cur when there is no doctor 
around, every one should know 
what to do until medical aid ar- 
rives. The right things may well 
save lives, and they certainly make 
the professional care easier. 


In slight burns, first degree 


aurns, there is merely some red- 
dening of the skin. To treat these 
there are several good household 
"burn" ointments available. If put 
on promptly, they will not only 
case the pain but promote healing. 
However, they should not be ap- 
plied if a large part of tho skin 
surface has been burned. If no 
such remedy is available, a very 
strong solution of tea (cooled, of 
course) will do fairly well. This 
type of burn docs not as a rule 
cause scarring. 
REMOVE CLOTHING 


Burns which blister the skin or 


go deeper are called second or third 
degree burns, depending on how 
deeply the skin and underlying 
tissues haw been destroyed. In 
such cases, it w well to remove 


surrounding loose clothing or to 
cut it off, but to leave in place 
any which is sticking to the flesh. 
If medical care is likely to be 
delayed, warm compresses soaked 
in strong tea or tannic acid may 
be applied over the burn. 


Deep or widespread burns should 


not have ointments, oils, or greases 
put over them because they are 
hard to get off, may produce pain, 
and are likely to interfere with the 
treatment which later proves best. 
Neither cotton, which will stick, 
nor iodine should be applied. 


All this may sound unnecessary. 


Perhaps it will be, but it is well 
to have such points in mind in 
case the unexpected happens.

Peeler Savs Hearst Was Great Patriot Who Tried to 


"keep America Out of Two Wars

NEW YORK, Aug. 16—William Randolph Hearst was a great 


patriot who tried to keep the United States out of both world wars. 
Had he»been able to persuade the Wilson administration to redeem 
the Democratic party's campaign slogan of 1916, "He kept us out 
of war," Mr. Hearst probably would have forfended — 
—- 


World War 18 and the now descending doom of 
this republic in the political, economic and mili- 
tary showdown with the Soviet empire. Instead, 
Wilson hurried into the first world war within a 
few months after he had been re-elected. 


Wilson and Franklin D. Roosevelt were toad- 


ies in their secret hearts who felt inferior to Euro- 
pean royalty and other dignitaries of state. They 
were not of the people. They felt themselves to 
be superior to the American people and manipu- 
lated and exploited them to show off to European 
rulers. The Korean war is a consequence of the "wntbrook' 
second world war, which was a consequence of the first one. 


Our press has a habit of referring to Bernard M. Baruch as a 


venerable elder statesman and an adviser of presidents. 
The two 


presidents who would seem to have listened most attentively to his 
counsel were the two presidents who pushed the United States into 
those wars. We have never been taken into the intimacy of those 
counsels between Mr. Baruch and Presidents Wilson and Roosevelt 
so we do not know what advice he gave them. On results, assuming 
that they took his advice, it would seem to have been faulty counsel 
whereas Mr. Hearst continually tried to arouse public opinion against 
disastrous decisions. He was ignored. 


In September, 1914, as the in- 


fatuation of American dollar-aris- 
tocrats on the eastern seaboard 
grew more and more intolerant o: 
straight patriotism, Mr. Hearst 
wrote: "The war in horrifying 
progress in Europe is, in reality 
that most dreadful of all wars 
a civil war. It is a war between 
states which should be living in 
peace and amity, in cooperative 
effort, in intellectual and mate- 
rial progress and even in gov- 
ernmental accord as 'the United 
States of Europe.' . . . Accumu- 
lated treasures of centuries are 
being destroyed whose elevating 
and civilizing influence will for- 
ever be ended in the world. 
It 


means a diminution of the num- 
ber and a weakening of the pow- 
er in the world of the white na- 
tions—of . the Occidental nations 
of which we are one. It- means 
an assault on the standards, the 
ideals, the conditions of life which 
have been the contribution of 
those Occidental nations to the 
civilization 
of the world. 
It 


means a corresponding strength- 
ening of Oriental aims, ideals and 
ambitions. It tends to make pos- 
sible and eventual triumph of 
ideals and conditions wholly for- 
eign and offensive to our own.1 


Mr. Hearst was a fighter of 


tremendous 
newspapers 


bold courage. 
were 
burned 


His 
and 


barred from newsstands. His sup- 
plies of raw paper were threat- 
ened. 
He 
took 
boycotts 
and 


fought back. His 'reporters were 
thrown out of England. Still he 
fought to warn the people of the 
United States of the horrible follj 
of Wilson's course. 
Many young 


Americans who would soon be 
floundering in mud, sleeping in 
wet soldier suits, in drafty French 
barns in winter, dying in battle 
or in the pestilential camps where 
flu wiped out thousands of them 
despised Hearst as a pro-German 
Lraitor. They hated with furious 
Intensity a man who was trying 
to save them and their country. 


A 
week 
later, 
Mr. Hearst 


wrote: "Truly, as Kipling says, 
The Hun is at the gate' but the 
Hun comes not, nor ever has 
come, from Germany, nor from 
any part of Europe but will come, 
as he has, in the past, in almost 
rresistible tides of invasion from 
the interior of Asia." 


During Roosevelt's 
war, 
the 


American and ..British military 
planners had this thought in mind 
n planning to keep the Asiatic 
Russian hordes at bay on the 
eastern borders of Poland and to 
tcep western Europe secure in 
Occidental hands. Roosevelt, Tru- 
man, 
and 
General 
Eisenhower 


made the western forces hold 
back while Stalin first slauguh- 


•ed the 
Polish patriots and 


then accepted xvith surly conde- 
scension the gift of Anglo-Saxon 
eastern Europe which Occidental 
troops had won for him. 


In 1917, Mr. Hearst wrote: "The 


United States is a republic but 
the United States went into this 
war without having secured the 
consent of its people or having 
sought to secure their consent 
although it had two and one-half 
years to do so." 


At any time down to the very 


lour when congress yielded to 
British and French propaganda 
and declared war by joint resolu- 
.ion, the people would have voted 
to stay out of Europe's 
war, 


ermany was not 
threatening 


the United States, but American 
war profiteers were selling food 
and munitions to the British while 
we submitted to their blockade 
around Germany. Naturally, the 
German U-boats began to sink 
the ships. Germany was hungry 
and our munitions were killing 
icr boys, as fine as any crop, of 
boys on earth although they dif- 
'ered from their enemies In some 
superficial ways. 


"The white races are blinded by

NEW YORK. (AP)—Americans , 


are producing more in goods and 
sen-ices than ever before in their 
history. But Uncle Sam is paying 
for the increased production out 
of his own pocket. 


The extent to which the present 


prosperity reflects the shift from 
civilian support of the economy to 
support by government spending 
is shown today by two reports. 


The first is by the department of 


commerce. It says that the total 
production of goods and services 
in the nation swelled to a record 
annual rate of $325.6 billion in 
April, May and June. Civilian 
buying dropped from the rate of 
January, February and March. 


The government spending ac- 


counted for the increase in pro- 
duction, while government pay- 
rolls showed the greatest propor- 
tionate gain in the rise in per- 
sonal income.^

The second report l» by the 


president'* Council of Economic 
Advisors. It was made last wrek 
and revealed that Industrial pro- 
duction dropped jtharply In July. 
The drop was credited to a de- 
cline In output of civilian goods 
to make way for increased pro- 
duction of goods for defense.

Over-all production in the first 


12 months of the Korean war in- 
creased nearly 20 per cent, the 
department of commerce reports.

In the three months before the 


Korean war started, the annual 
rate of total production was 
$275 billion. In the first three 
month* of this year It rose to 
$319 billion. An annual rate gain 
of around $7 billion was counted 
In April, IMay and June to bring 
It to nearly $326 billion.

But this $7 billion is also the 


same figure as the rise in govern- 
ment spending. Federal, state and 
local government purchases rose 
from an annual rate of $53 billion 
in the first quarter of this year 
to $60 billion in the second quar- 
ter. Prior to that the increase in 
output has been taken up almost 
entirely by the increase in private 
spending. 


As government spending rose, 


consumer purchasing dropped. The 
department reports that in the 
first three months of this year the 
public was buying at an annual 
rate of $208.2 billion. But in the 
next three months they cut their 
spending back by three per cent 
to $201.7 billion.
